A noticeable  feature  of  the  last  seven  or 
eight  yean  has  been  the  marked  exodus  of 
people  from  the  three  Prairie  Provinces  of 
Manitoba.  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta.  Thou- 
unda  have  moved  to  British  Columbia  wilhm 
that  period,  and  other  thousands  have  gone 
to  other  parts  of  Canada  or  to  the  United 
Statea.  This  migration  from  an  area  sparsely 
settled  as  it  is,  and  one  which  has  ample  room 
for  double  its  prrwnt  population  and  more, 
ia  a matter  that  is  giving  governmental  offi- 
cials considerable  concern.  It  is  one  that  af- 
fects the  Dominion  as  a whole. 

Population  figures  for  the  Prairie  Prov- 
iiKrt  show  an  increase  over  those  of  ten  or 
five  years  ago.  This  would  be  expected  as  the 
normal  development  of  any  community,  large 
or  amaH.  1 he  growth  has  not  kept  pace  with 
iIk  natural  increase,  however,  becauac  of  the 
large  number  of  famfiietand  individuals  who 
have  left  for  other  parts.  By  comparison, 
most  other  provinces  show  a much  greater  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  inhabitant!  since  the 
war  began  5omc  of  this,  particularly  the  at- 
tractiveness of  the  British  Columbia  climate, 
may  be  attributed  to  the  acquaintance  made 
by  servicemen  with  other  paru  of  the  Do- 
minion.
